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Median sale price drops $36K in year

A group of Summer Street 
townhouses hit the market a 
year ago with prices ranging 
from $695,000 to $725,000, 
according to the weekly Multi- 
ple Listing Service notes from 
November 2003. But those high 
price tags for the brand new 
townhouses at the intersection 
of Whittier Street, dropped dra- 
matically as at least one of those 
townhouses recently sold for 
$579,000. 

The price drop reflects what 
is happening in Andover’s real 
estate market. Prices have 
cooled this year when compared 
to last year. In fact, the median 
price for a single family home 
has dropped $36,000 in a year’s 
time and the number of houses 
sold this year is down 20 per- 
cent 

Perhaps it is a case of supply 
and demand. The town’s inven- 
tory of real estate is up 43 per- 
cent this year over last year, 
according to J.B. Doherty of 
Prudential, Howe and Doherty 
Real Estate, who just compiled 


that statistic last Friday. As of 


Sept. 30, 163 condos and single- 
family homes were for sale in 
Andover, compared with 114 at 
this time last year, he said. 
“There’s really nothing sig- 
nificant. We're not seeing a 
trend,” Doherty 
\ndover’s cooling real estate 
market and the dropping sale 
numbers. “It’s just that things 
have changed. Three years ago, 


said of 


there was little inventory and 
homes were selling quicker.” 

Andover realtor Amy Sebell 
agreed saying there may be “a 
quilt of for-sale signs” around 
town but that does not mean 
homes are difficult to sell. 
Rather, it just means a property 
needs to be priced well. Buyers 
are not clamoring to move the 
way they were three years ago. 
Ihe bidding wars and quick 
double-digit appreciations on 
property that dominated the 
Andover housing market for 
several years are not common 
sights anymore. 

“The Andover market is still 
really good,” Sebell said. “If it’s 
priced well, it probably will sell 
within 30 days.” 

But just-released statistics 
from the Northeast Association 
of Realtors, which is based in 
Chelmsford, show a somewhat 
different story. The group com- 
pared real estate data from April 
through June 2003 to the same 
three-month quarter of 2004. 
The numbers are down across 
the board for single-family 
homes in Andover. The infor- 
mation shows that the median 
price for a single-family home 
in Andover has dropped about 7 


$510,000. In addition, the num- 
ber of homes sold is down 20 
percent from 101 in 2003 to 81 
during the same quarter of 2004. 

The association’s statistics on 
condo sales are more upbeat, as

Marasco, who is single and a 
licensed attorney, said her 
strength is her experience in the 
private, nonprofit and govern- 
mental sectors. 

“T have the experience of an 
attorney, a small business owner 
and a nonprofit health-care 
manager, and making govern- 
ment more responsive to the 
voters is one of the major rea- 
sons I’m running,” said Maras- 
co. “I will bring the political 
will to make government more 
responsive to the voters, to 
make government less costly 
and intrusive to its residents.”

AVIS, alleged tree cutter agree to $24,000 settlement

Andover Village Improve- 
ment Society has reached a 
$24,000 settlement with a man 
accused of hiring a contractor to 
cut down trees at the Hammond 
Reservation to provide more 
sunlight on his swimming pool. 

Contractor Ralph Hancock 
told AVIS that Joseph Miara of 
Seten Circle directed him to cut 
down 14 trees on the conserva- 
tion land, including three that 
were about 80 feet tall, because 
Miara craved additional sunlight. 

The trees stood behind a 
stone border on Miara’s property 
for many years. In his deposition 
in the case, Miara said he did not 
know the stones marked the 


boundary for the reservation. 

Miara declined to comment. 

“You have a responsibility to 
know your own boundaries," 
said society President Nat Smith. 
"So when you cross over them 
and harm someone else’s land, 
you're liable.” 

The Andover Village 
Improvement Society is a pri- 
vate, nonprofit conservation 
organization that manages more 
than 1,000 acres of woodlands, 
fields and streams in Andover. 
Its 30 miles of trails are open to 
the public and maintained by 
volunteers. The Hammond 
Reservation is a 38-acre site with 
hiking trails situated a half mile 
between the larger Charles W.

Many men and women who 
served in the armed forces dur- 
ing peace time were not consid- 
ered veterans under law, Tucker 
said. Last year, the senator voted

taking a no new taxes pledge 
because it fails to recognize the 
particular needs and circum- 
stances of each community at 
that particular time. Our gover- 
nor refused to be boxed in and 
sign a no new taxes pledge 
because you need the flexibility 
to be disciplined in your 
approach but also balance it 
against the needs of your area,” 
said L Italien. 

Marasco has taken the pledge. 
“IT have said I will fight to roll 
back taxes to support the will of 
the voters (who supported a 5 
percent sales tax),” she said. “In 
addition, | will file and/or sup- 
port legislation to reduce the 
capital gains tax.” 

Marasco believes lowering 
taxes stimulates business and the 
economy, which brings money 
back into the state coffers. “We 
need to reinvigorate our econo- 
my by creating a consistent, 
sound tax policy that provides 
incentives to growth. Lower 
taxes means you must have the 
fiscal discipline to live within 
budgets and an overall vision of 
making the programs we have 
more efficient and effective for 
those they are intended to help,” 
said Marasco 

L Italien said she has and will 
continue to push for more inclu- 
sive tax-break programs for 
senior citizens that provide a 
local option. For instance, she 
wants to expand eligibility for 
senior circuit breaker programs 
and tax workoff programs, while 
allowing each individual com- 
munity to decide if allowing 
these tax-break programs is right 
for them. 

She said she believes such 
work for seniors is one of the 
reasons she received a “No Place 
Like Home Care” award last 
week from the Mass. Home Care 
Association, a network of 30 
nonprofits, 


Ways to reduce spending 

L’Italien said the state can 
both save money and provide 
better service by changing the 

way it handles Medicaid and 
prison spending. 

Massachusetts spends about 
90 percent of its Medicaid 
money on institutional care for 
senior citizens, such as paying 
for nursing homes, she said. L’I- 
talien wants to see more of the 
state’s Medicaid money spent on 
community services that help 
seniors remain in their homes 
longer. This will reduce the 
amount of state funds needed for 
nursing homes, saving money, 
she said. 

“Why aren’t we front-loading 
services to seniors in their com- 
munities? I have yet to meet a 
senior who says that they want 
to be placed in a nursing home. 
They want to be at home. It’s a 
much more caring environ- 
ment,” said L’'Italien. “To give 
people some services in their 
homes is much cheaper than the 
$8,000 to $10,000 per month 
nursing bill.” 

To further cut spending, L'I- 
talien also supports at-home 
incarceration for more prisoners 
with low-level drug and alcohol- 
related convictions. The prison- 
ers must wear bracelets that let 
the state confirm they are prop- 
erly confined, and take pro- 
grams aimed at overcoming 
addiction. 

“Addressing the root cause of 
why we have so many folks in 
prison and giving them, perhaps, 
the job skills and addiction 
counseling (might) break the 
cycle,” suggested L Italien. 

Marasco said that, to cut 
spending, “we need to make the 
reform have meaning.” She said 
the reform of the school build- 
ing assistance program — which 
is reimbursing Andover for 60 
percent of the recent school con- 
struction projects — did bring 
about some reform, but also 
“created a giant bureaucracy.” 


“That will cost us up to $4 
million per year, according to 
Lawyers Weekly,” said Maras- 
co. 

Marasco supports other state 
reform, including pension 
reform, stating, “As the former 
general counsel for the state 
retirement board, | know there 
are a whole range of abuses that 
occur within our state pension 
law. The changes we make 
applying to new hires at the 
state, should also apply to all 
other pension systems.” 


Health care 

Marasco, who works for a 
non-profit breast-cancer screen- 
ing center, said she would pro- 
pose legislation to reform mal- 
practice insurance, putting caps 
on the rewards available during 
lawsuits, among other health- 
care changes. 

“T will introduce legislation 
to allow discount coupons for 
prescription drugs in Massachu- 
setts. Massachusetts is one of a 
handful of states that doesn’t 
allow its residents to use dis- 
count coupons,” she said. 

While L’Italien supports 
reimporting drugs from Canada 
to reduce health-care costs, 
Marasco called this a “band-aid 
approach” that could open the 
state up to litigation if there is a 
problem with ineffective drugs. 

L'Italien said creating a drug 
bulk-purchasing law, which she 
believes will help the state save 
on Medicaid costs, is one of her 
top goals to complete if she is 
reelected. “I would like to see 
through a prescription drug 
bulk-purchasing law in this state 
so we can do what the veterans 
do. They negotiate a price and 
they're able to provide that ser- 
vice at a lower cost to their con- 
stituency group,” said L' Italien.

“Joe was a great Lawren- 
cian,” said Kevin Sullivan, the 
former Lawrence mayor who 
appointed Mr. Stramondo to the 
Licensing Board and as registrar 
of voters. “He was a very popu- 
lar man, and any organization 
that he joined he basically 
increased membership into that 
organization and increased 
activity.” 

He was a mutuel clerk at Suf- 
folk Downs, Rockingham Park 
and Wonderland. He also 
worked for the Rules Commit-

“It was unreal,’ Lundstrom 
remembers. “I heard they were 
fixing things up, but it’s a big dif- 
ference. If you're in middle 
school and you're not sure what 
you want to do, being a fresh- 
man here let’s you test out a little 
of everything.”

senting each career area. Visitors 
will have an opportunity to get 
hands-on training in the school’s 
17 technical programs within 
four branches of study: science 
and technology, business, ser- 
vice and construction. 

“We're very proud of what 
we have here,” says Marilyn 
Fitzgerald, events coordinator. 
“Middle school students will be 
able to get involved with each 
program, whether it’s taking 
someone’s blood pressure in the 
allied health field, or making a 
coat rack in carpentry.” 

Fitzgerald also confided that 
one of the day’s highlights will 
be the massive display of food 
and pastries on parade, thanks to 
the culinary arts department. 

An assortment of ice sculp- 
tures, along with a bevy of fruits 
and vegetables transformed by 
students’ hands into flowers and 
animals, will give the impression 
of “walking into a fancy salon of 
food,” Fitzgerald says. 

Besides turning 360,000 
square feet of space into a state- 
of-the-art learning center, the 
high school has also utilized 
areas to accommodate all mem- 
bers of the community. 

Housed along the same strip, 
a gift shop, beauty salon and 
restaurant offer a day of activi- 
ties for many Andover residents. 
Senior citizens take advantage of 
the opportunity most weeks.

me. I don’t have to make an 
appointment, I can just walk in.” 

Friday’s buffet in the dining 
room, beginning at 11:15 a.m., 
usually draws a crowd before the 
food is served, Fitzgerald added. 
Last week, more than a dozen 
hungry guests gathered at the 
restaurant entrance where jazz 
music played from speakers 
beneath soft lights. 

The different career areas 
train students from the four com- 
munities of Andover, North 
Andover, Methuen and 
Lawrence, to provide on-site ser- 
vice, ranging from hospitality to 
automotive repair. Technical 
courses like carpentry put stu- 
dents to work building homes 
each year for low-income fami- 
lies and in the field of fashion 
design, many are gaining valu- 
able skills they'll keep for life.

his fall, Andover Public 
Schools brought back the Presi- 
dential Physical Fitness Testing 
Program, which assesses gener- 
al student fitness and perfor- 
mance in five main areas: sit and 
reach (flexibility), sit-ups (mus- 
cular strength and endurance), 
shuttle run (agility), pull-ups 
(muscular strength), and the 
mile-run (cardiovascular perfor- 
mance). Results from the test, 
given to grades 3-8, allow gym 
teachers and parents to see how 
a student's fitness level com- 
pares to other children in the 
same age group across the coun- 
try 

The national average on the 
test is scoring in the 50th per- 
centile in each test category 
Students scoring in the 85th per- 
centile or higher in each test 
receive an award 

“This test is real important,” 
said Chris Sweeney, physical 
education instructor at the South 
Elementary School. “Without it, 
there’s no true way for parents 
to get an analysis of where thei 
kids are at physically.” 

Results from the test will be 
available in December. 

The measuring tool for phys- 
ical performance was removed 
from the school’s fitness pro- 
grams last year after a reduced 


budget forced school adminis- 
trators to cut back on gym-class 
time. Each school went from 90 
minutes of physical education 
per week (two classes) to 45 
minutes (one class) 

“Seeing the kids only once a 
week takes about a month and a 
half of classes to complete the 
fitness test,” Sweeney said. 
“Though the test is a necessity, 
kids are still missing the oppor- 
tunity to learn a variety of other 
activities that they might want to 
spend more time on outside of 
school.” 

Andover’s Physical Educa- 
tion Department announced last 
month that if class ime does not 
increase for gym, the test, which 
serves as a measuring stick for 
students’ health, will be con- 
ducted only every other year. 

When the fitness exam was 
last taken, in 2002, Andover’s 
youth scored above the national 
average. Girls rated at 71.5 per- 
cent, with Andover boys rating 
65.5 percent 

But growing trends in dia- 
betes, hypertension and other 
obesity-related chronic diseases 
in children nationwide, has 
physical education department 
heads planning for a course of 
action now 

“We've been advocating for 
more class time,” said David 
Nichols, health education coor- 
dinator for Andover Public 
Schools. “My hope is that we 
don’t have to wait for results 
that are so appalling before 
making changes.” 

Nichols said last year’s bud- 
get hit town schools hard finan-

Dylan’s Bar and Grill replaces Justin’s with family dining experience

Justin’s, a well-known down- 
town watering hole, has been 
transformed into a casual family 
dining experience. The look and 
feel of the newly named Dylan’s 
Bar and Grill is exactly what 
owner Sam Petrovich says he 
envisioned when he purchased the 
space in January 2003. 

But it took some time to 
change everything, from the decor 
and menu to even the name on the 
restaurant’s sign that hangs at 18 
Park St. Petrovich waited until 
everything was ready before offi- 
cially renaming Justin’s to 
Dylan’s, he said 

“The biggest change is that I 
changed the atmosphere from bar 
room/pub to a family dining 
atmosphere,” said Petrovich, 
standing in the middle of the din- 
ing room on the first floor of the 
restaurant one month after the 
change. 

Petrovich replaced the dark, 
tinted front windows with clear 
glass, and then added a few more 
windows along the side wall. He 
said it opened up the room, creat- 
ing a more spacious look. He also 
decided to utilize the second floor 
of the building, which now has 12 
new tables and a small bar. The 
restaurant can now seat 130 peo- 
ple, he said. 

The floors and furniture were 
replaced. And a new gas fireplace 
adds just the right level of ambi- 
ence to his eatery, he said. 

Not everyone was thrilled 
about losing the pool table that 
used to be in the back of the room, 
Petrovich admitted. But a pool 
table just did not fit with the new 
image, he said.

“This was always the plan, to 
change it to Dylan’s Bar and 
Grill,” he said. 

For most of the time Petrovich 
has owned the restaurant, it has 
operated as Justin’s. He said he 
wanted to ease regulars into the 
transition, at the same time work- 
ing to create an establishment that 
would serve a larger portion of the 
community. 

Petrovich said Andover needed 
a restaurant like the one that now 
exists at Dylan’s. He said it is a 
place for families to stop in after 
the kids’ soccer games or for a

family night out, and a place 
where business people can gather 
over lunch. After 9 p.m., it will 
still serve as an adult location for 
socializing over food and drinks, 
Petrovich said. 

The new menu comes with the 
help of executive Chef Bill Ayl- 
ward who spent years preparing 
food for the Back Bay Restaurant 
Group, including Papa Razzi’s 
and Joe’s Bar and Grill. Dishes 
such as Coco Loco Shrimp - 


jumbo shrimp dipped in a Malibu 


coconut batter and breaded with 
fresh coconut for $8.95 — and 
Pork Chops and Vinegar Peppers 
— twin 8-ounce chops lightly 
spiced and topped with sweet, 
vinegar peppers ($14.95) — are a 
big change from the “pub food 
menu” of Justin’s, said Petrovich. 

“We were able to take basic 
food and do it with a flair”’ Petro- 
vich said. 

A kids’ menu has also been 
created, he added. “We want to 
cater to the community,” he said. 

On Tuesday, catering to the 
community included serving a 
birthday lunch to Merrimack Val- 
ley Chamber of Commerce Presi- 
dent Joe Bevilacqua. 

“This place is very comfort- 
able. It has a very comfortable feel 
to it. It really has a great, great 
atmosphere,” said Bevilacqua 
And the food also won his 
approval. “This is great,” he said
